THE VALUE OF DISCIPLINE, 


Japan's Good Example, 
The following urticlo i from the * United 


Taw tella_us, that without discipline all 
military bodies eeowd mobs, and worse 
than uselusy; but discipline enforced by 
punishment alono is poor st of 
Hiscipline, whith? would not stand any, 
govere strain, What must be aimed at is 
that high statu of discipline which springs 
trom military system adniinigtered 
with impartiality and judgment, go. -as 
to induce in all ranks & Feeling of duty, 
and the asyarince that, while no offenco 
will be passed over, no offender will be 
unjustly denlt with,” Thig is mot a new 
importation into our nilitary law book, 
having been incorpornted in it for many 
years, but it is so little known that to 
ndvance any plea for the maintenance of n 
proper disciplinary spirit: without the aid 
of punishment, would be looked upon as 
rank horesy oven in these days of progrosss 
and advanced ideas, It.was written in, the 
days when ow system of punislanont was 


[of a most drastic nature, and when our 
illiterate soldiery know no better than to 


couple discipline and punishment togother 
ig KYNODYmous terns, 

The Britlh soldier af to-day, howevor, 
with the exception of an occasion re- 
fractury caso, does not require much of that 
discipline — that and into- 
lerantly and implicit 
obedience, because be is alrendy amenable 
to that suporiow disciplines of reason and 
spirit, a production of the higher moral 
aud mental eduention inculeated in hin 
under ‘modern processes of training, The 


pereluptarily 


compels instant 


discipline which we depend “on mostly 
to-day—tho kind’ of discipline that should 
he most carefully cultivated—is that 
of trained intelligence more than anything 
else, The day is long past, at lonst with 
us, when tho wbscluty ental, physical, 
and moral fubordination of the individual 
were the principal essentials of training in 
the ranks, Initintive isnow encourged on 
every side; and it is equally in tho func- 
tions of our officers in peace times to teach 
and encourage their men to be as much 


the masters of their own inteHligenco as the 
dependents of texts and regulations, yet at 
the samo time to guard against anything 
akin t6 undue officiousness, + 

Mu his primary courso in obedience the 
young soldier should ‘be thoroughly impress- 
ed with a real senso of its valud. First to 
obvy, then to baye a staunch ‘faith in his 
superiors, and, finally, faith in himself— 
that is his lesson. Doubt of suporiors and 
want of self-confidence g8 n great dea 
further towards making cowards than actunl 
fear does, A lack of dependence in sulf is a 
weakness in the modom soldier tlut should 
bo assiduously’ guarded nyainst, . Over 
discipline, In this respect, is woro then 
under discipline, fora intent spirit is better 
than one that has shown itsolf only to be 


the ** Revuo des Deux-Mondes " says that 
the true spirit of discipline ‘ean be deve- 
loped only through the activity of tho 
officers in tochnical instruction, combined 
with the eminent resolve not to belittle, on 
any pretext of discipline, either tho initia- 
tive or the individuality of the young man 
who has become a soldier.” . This spirit. is 
venlly a habit, and is formed hy careful 
taining, and by developing and cultivat- 
ing in peace training all those wonifold 
qualities that compel the highest spirit i in 
the soldier, 

_ And it is astonishing how much can be 
accomplished by systematic training and 
discipline. Sve how, for instance, out of 
tho most unpromisiny materials—such as 
weedy youths picked up in the streets of a 
city, or raw, unkempt country lads taken 
from tho plough—stondy discipline and 
training will bring’ out.the unsuspected. 
qualities of courage, onduranco, and self. 
sucrifice ; and how, in the field of battle, 


or even on the moro trying oceations of 
perils by sea—such as tho burning of the 
Sarah Sands, or the wreck of the 
Birkenhoad— such men, carefully dis- 
ciplined, will exhibit tle unmistukable 
characteristics of trae bravery and heroism. 
What other nation in the world can: 
point to such 9 splondid  oxamplo

he born of punishment and fear, inasmuch 
as, to use the words cf a recent lecturery 
“an army whose discipline is maintained 
by fear of punishment is ina rotten and 
unhealthy state.” . 

Mr Arthur Divsy, the well-known Vice- 
President of the Japan Society, in a paper 
which he read before tho Reyal Artillery 
Institution, Wonlwich, some little time 
hack, an '* The Spirit of the Armed Forces 
of Japan.” states that “ Every Japanese 
officer is expected to farts the moral 
character of the men plaved under his com- 
mand, and in the Navy and ‘in the Army at 
least one hour weekly is devoted to $ Moral 
Instruction.” to what is called in the 
Japanese Services ‘ Spiritual Training,’ 
imparted by wich officer to the men 
immediately under his command. Where- 
as in our Navy the men are perivdically 
mustered to hear the Articles of War read 
out to them, with their certainly not very 
cheexful refrain of ‘And tho punishment 
for this offence shall be denth,' efe., the 
men on board a Japanese man-of-war are 
assembled to listen to moral maxims issuing 
from tho captain’s lips, and to be tld, te 
the best of that officer's ability, how to bo 
good men and good sailors in the Navy: 
and good citizens when they leave the 
Service. The saino obtains in the Army.” 
This is inculeating solf-control and solf- 
discipline, and personal discipline is the 
corner-stone af collective discipline, and 
of ull true discipline. Men who willingly 
submit to the rigid code of an athletic 
club, and who will uncomplainingly 
and enthusiastically endure every form of 
self-sacrifice in arder to “train,” cultivate 
the’ true spirit uf discipline, and if the 
samo principles wore, implanted in the mon 
who train for drill and duty, there would 
be little need to compel discipline by 
drastic measuresof punishment. Discipline, 
in ita bost sense, is something that we aro 
all in a senso striving for secing that 
it oleyntes the individual to his highest 
capabilities, and converts oven an unruly 
mob inte an orderly, well-behaved 
assembly.
